PUUS, 
November 12. — The 


frequency with wtiich graves hava been 
desecrated in thid city and its suburbs 
within the past two mootha and the 
apparent immunity which the ghoula 
enjoy from detection and arrest, have 
caused widespread alarm tluoughout the 
city and ".urroundins country. 


So genaral has this fear become that 


the well-to-do deposit the remains of 
their deceased ia the vaults of the 
undertakers till >uch time aa decay rav- 
ages insure protection iroin disturbance. 


The capacity of these vuuitu is limiled, 


however, and the demand upou them 
has been eo great within the past f»w 
months thf.t many who would avail 
tliamselvea of the protection thug afford- 
ed are unable to do no. 
lu iho village towns within a radius 


of twenty railee o! this city the general 
fear hai led;to the employment ol guards 
•t tha ceuioterias, but despite the vigi- 
lance of these the dead have been stolen 
away and so mutilated before a march, 
could ba instituted that 
identification 


was practically impossible. 


Graves are robbed with such regu- 


larity at the poor anylum that little at- 
tention is paid to the practice. 


The fact that twenty-three bodies 


wore en the dissecting table ol tha In- 
diana Medical College at the time that 
in.itimtion was burned hit called public 
uttxtition to the alarming extent to 
which grave robbing is practiced in thin 
city and Hadden to the consternation of 
those -who lose relative* by death. 


There are possibly 200 medical stu- 


dents in the three colleges every winter 
and it ia Raid each of these is provided 
wilh u separate "etift"." 


To supply this domand there must be 


wholeiule grave robbing. 


Gravo robbing ia being carried on year 


after year and the places for selling the 
bodies are well known, but no one has 
been HnccasBiullj prosecuted fur body 
snatching.

"The obaervar first saw this shadow, 


and tried, without SUCCBBB, to eliminate 
it by readjustment of the eye. 


"Without stating what bad been seen, 


another person was aekeil to observe 
the planet on the BUD'S disk. 
Tha sec- 


ond observer spake ot tbe brown shadow, 
and inquired it the first observer bad 
seen it. 


"When an affirmative 
answor wa« 


given tbe subject wa§ discussed aud 
further experiments were tried to ascer- 
tain if tho shadow was an optical il- 
lusion. 


"This transparent shadow through 


which tbe aurface of the sun could be 
faintly eean, continued to advance jast 
ahead of the pUnat as it moved towards 
the san'a meridian. The shadow wan 
visible with a higher power. 


"The first and mo»t obvious explana- 


tion ia that this efTict waa produced by 
unequal reaction caused by swifter cur- 
re n in of unequal density in the upper 
atmosphere, tbe same cause waa operat- 
ed to make the fan's limb appear ta be 
thin. This explanation is not q-iite 
adequate, 
because the 
planet useii 


seemed perfectly round aod sharp at the 
time tha shadow waa most clearly visi- 
ble, 
Spots on the sun wera also well 


defined. 


"Another possible explanation ia that 


the lenses werti not in optical alignment, 
caused by a hiilo on one aide o! the ob- 
ject when tha object waa out of focus. 


"An attempt was maJa to focus on 


the planet, but It win found that the 
edges of the planet'e disk wera sharpest 
when the sun spots were in good focus. 
Tliiii explanation eeuraa also to be ic- 
adeq'.iate. 
"What could produce thin anpearnnce 


of a iransparent brown spot just ahoad 
of tlie planet and touching i.s Ji.k as 
projected upon tha bright surface ol lha 
BUD? 


"One other explanation presents it- 


self. A large gaseous eatellita of Mer- 
cury, invisible in Mercury's blazing 
light during elongations, but of sufii.;- 
iont density to cut off part of the sua'a 
light from the observer durinc; a transit 
and givu that light a roddiah brown 
col"'. 


"Itiaq'iito probable that Marcury 


may havu piukeil up such a satellite, ai 
mauy gaseous visitors pasj arouad the 
eun such year and go oil Into spao. 
Aleroury't) moan distance frjm the sun 
ia about 40,003,000 inilaj Mid ha mcikaa 
a complete revolution arouuj tha aua 
iu about eighty days). 


"Ii> this rapid motioa many oppor- 


tunilioa for picking up stray matter 
may occur. 
So a gusoona natellite oi' 


coneiderubl'e dimanaiona could easily be 
accounted for."

A Trip Made Around the Sun in 


Eighty Days.

iienry C. ilayne, who is well know i in 
scientific circles through bia writings 
upon sun apot;, made an interesting ob- 
servation of the transit of Morcury. 
Mr. 


May ne eays: 


after the second conUct what 


appeared to bo a browniab, transparent, 
oval shadow, jnsl in advance of tha 
planet and in contact with the black 
dot, waa BOS a by two persons iadopeud- 


ntly. 
"The observer first eaw this shadow, 


and triBcl, without SUCCBBS, to eliminate 
t bv readjuitment of tho eye. 


"Without statinK what bad been eeon, 
another person was* asked to observe 
be planet on the sua'a disk. 
The sec- 


ond observer spoke ot the brown shadow, 
and inquired it the first observer had 
seen it. 


When an afiirmativn 
anawnr wa« 


[iven tbe subject waj discussed aud 
urther experiments were triad to ascer- 
:ain if tlie shadow waa an optical il- 
usioa. 


"This transparent shadow through 


which tbe surface of tbe 
BOD could be 


aintly eaen, continued to advance jaet 
ihead of the planet as it raovaci toward< 
tbe suu'a meridian. The iihadow wa.i 
visible with a higher power. 


"The first apd moat obrious explana- 


ion is that tbis effjct was producad by 
unequal reaction caused by swifter cur- 
rents ol unequal dsnjity in the uppar 
atmosphere, toe same cause waa operat- 
ed to make the tun's limb appear ta be 
thin. This explanation 
is not qiite 


adequate, 
because tho 
planet itsiMf 


seemed perfectly round and sharp at the 
;imo tbe shadow waa most clearly visi- 
ble. Spots on tha sun were also well 
defined. 


•Another possible explanation ia that 


:h» le-nses were net in optical alignment, 
caused by a halo on one aide of the ob- 
ject when the objdct was out oi focus. 


"An attempt was made to focus on 


the olanet, but it was found that tho 
edges of the planet's disk 'Aera sharpest 
when the sun spots were in good focus. 
This explanation seuma alao to be in- 
adequate. 


"What could produce thio anpearance 


of a transparent brown spot just ah eat 
of tho plunet and touching i.H Ji>k as 
projected upon the bright surface ol the 
HUH? 


"One other explanation present? it- 


self. A largo gaseous eatollita of Mor 
cury, invisible in Mercury's binding 
light during elongation1;, but of eufli:- 
iout density to out off part ot tho sun's 
light from the observer during a transit 
and givo that light a roddieh brown 
color. 


"It is q'lifo probable that Mercury 


rniy liavu picked up such a satellite, ai 
mauy paseoua visitors pasj around the 
sun each year nud go off into spac*. 
Jlercury'fl moan distance frjin the HUH 
is about 40,000,030 milej sod he mnk^s 
a coinolete revolutio'i arouuJ tha uua 
in about eighty days). 
"In this rapid matioi tn&ny oppor- 


tunities for picking up airay mattor 
may occur. So a gaseous oatetlito of 
considentbfe dimensioua could eanly be 
accounted for."

Eighty Days.

Henry C. Jlayno, who IB well knowi in 
scieiuific circloi through his writings 
upon sun npot-, made an interesting ob- 
servation of Ibe trmiBit of Murcury. Jlr. 
May ne says: 


"btioQ aitor tho second contact

appeared to bo n brownish, transparent, 
oval shadow, just in advance ol tho 
pionot and in contact with the black 
Dot, WAS uoea by two persons independ- 
ently, 


"The obaervar first saw this shadow, 


and mud, withoui SUCCBBB, to eliminate 
ic bv ruacljuitinent ol the eye. 


"Without stating what bad been eeon, 


another person 
watt asked lo observe 


the planet on the suo'i duk.

ond observer spoke ot tho brown shadow, 
and inquired it ilia fint observer 
bad 


seen it. 


"When an aflirmativn 
answnr was 


given tbe subject wai diicuitHed aud 
lurtber experiments were tried to ascer- 
tain if the shadow was an optical il- 
lusion.
